Senate Debate on Armenian 


Resolutions. 


VIGOROUS SPEECH 
BY

Bitter Arraignment of Great Brit- 


ulii's Course Toward the 


United States. 


WASHINGTON, January 24.—After a 


brief but stirring debate the senate to- 
day agreed to the concurrent resolution 
urging decisive action by the European 
powers against Turkey and pledging to 
the President the support of congreaa in 
the moet vigorous action he may take 
for the protection of Americana in Tur- 
key and tbe redrena for in Juries to Amer- 
ican persona and property. 


Culloni of Illinois, who presented the 


resolution, urged its adoption in a 
speech which seta, forth the startling 
extent of the massacres, the greatest in 
the htotory of the world, the senator 
said. Blanchard of Louisiana spoke in 
the same line. The climax of the de- 
bate waa reached when Mr. Frye of 
Maine supported the resolution in a 
speech which aroused great enthusiasm 
from the galleries for its expressions of 
sympathy with the Armenians and for 
its bitter arraignment of Great Britain's 
course toward America. 


Mr. Frye proceeded to show the great 


amount of American capital invested in 
Christian missions in Turkey. And yet, 
said he, eii millions of invested Ameri- 
can capital in Turkey was held up. The 
American college at Harpool was tmrned 
and its American directors were com- 
pelled to flee for their lives. 
"If I had my way," said Mr. Frye, 


"aftertbeie European powers had stood 
eyeing each other for a year, I would 
have sent a congressional memorial to 
Russia and said to that great power. 
'Take Armenia into your possession and 
protect tboBeChristlana, and tbe United 
States will stand behind you with all its 
power and resources.' " [Loud applause 
in the galleries].

United States that all due protection 
was being extended by Turkey. Infor-

He (Frye) knew that American lives and 
American property were being jeopard- 
ized day after day.

RAILROAD 
BUILDING. 


Progre»s of the Southern Pacific's 


Coast Division. 


SAN FBANCIBCO, January 24. —The 


Southern Pacific Company haa offered 
to build a branch line into Lompoc from 
a point on the main line where it crosses 
tbe Santa Ynez river, proving the peo- 
ple will present the company with a 
complete right of way between the.two 
points. 


It wae announced at the general office 


of the company today that the coast 
division would be in operation to a point 
eleven miles below Guadaloupe on Feb- 
ruary 1st. A station, to be known as 
Oasmalia, will bo established at this 
place. By the 1st of May at the latest, 
the r.oad will be in operation to the 
south side of tbe Santa Ynez; river, 
where a station to be known aa Lompoc 
Juction, will be established. Lompoc 
Junction ia twenty-six miles south of 
Guadeloupe, the present terminus of the 
coast division, and it is from this point 
that the Southern Pacific proposes to 
build a branch line into Lompoc, a dis- 
tance of eight miles, provided it can get 
a right of way free. 


May Appoint His Brother. 


SAW FRANCISCO, January 24. — The 


Chronicle saya that Governor Bnddi who 
returned to Stockton tonight, is conoid- 
Ting the feasibility of appointing his 
brother, John Budd, to a position on 
tbe board of regents of the state univer- 
sity.

DEFENDING TUB WEIGHT LAW 


The State Should Undertake to Con- 


trol the Water Snpply in the 


Interest of Its People. 


MrAf)HiNOTON, January 21.—The BU- 


preme court room waa tbe center of at- 
traction attbe capital today. The news 
that ex-President Harrison would ap- 
pear in the California irrigation case 
drew thousands through the mud and 
rain to the capital and for two hours be- 
fore noon the halls wen thronged and 
the doors besieged. Owing to the lim- 
ited space in tbe old senate chamber 
where the supreme court flits, few per- 
aone gained admission. In the court 
room were aomo of the most prominent 
men in the country Including Joseph 
Choate. Harrison took a seat at the 
table immediately in front of the chief 
justice and became tho target of all eyes. 
It waa his flrat public appearance in 
Washington since he left the White 
House three years ago. His appearance 
had changed but slightly. The care- 
worn look had disappeared, and time 
seemingly bad dealt kindly with "him. 
He consulted his notes freely while ex- 
Chief Justice Rhodes, who preceded 
Mm, was speaking. There was a great 
array of legal talent on both sides of the 
case. 


Mr. Harrison 
appeared aa special 


counsel in the case in favor of sustain- 
ing the constitutionality of the Wright 
act, representing interested bondhold- 
ers. The regular counsel in favor of 
sustaining the law were Judge lUiodea, 
R. P. Wright of California, and J. F. 
Dillon of New York, and against the law 
Joseph Ohoate of New York, R. H. 
Bond and George II. Maxwell of Cali- 
fornia. 


Mr. Harrison entered upon his arga- 


rnent as soon as Judge Rhodes bad fin- 
ished. He stood at the table, and with 
his coat thrown back-and hands plunged 
at times in his pocket, and at others 
resting akimbo on Ms hips or pushed 
out on the desk in front of him, he spoke 
with an earnestness and an air of what 
might be almost termed pugnacity tbat 
is characteristic of the ex-President. 
His voice seemed weak afl he began, but 
it became clear and firm as be pro-

United States, it ifl not the only impor- 
tant question before the voters, nor 
will any large part of them be led to 
thiu* mat it la ao. So when the silver 
conference, which was held in Washing- 
ton day before yesterday, calls on the 
people, "leaving in abeyance for the 
moment all other questions, however 
important and even momentous they 
mty appear," to rally to the support of 
the Silver party, it will be very certain 
to have its call for its paine. The silver 
queation ia important, but not so im- 
portant that all other interests must or 
ehould yield to it. Probably tho men 
who ieaue the call are honeat in their 
conviction that that ia the wlee course, 
but they are asking too much of the 
voters and if their effort doea not take 
a wider scope it ie doomed to utter de- 
feat. There ia much sentiment in favor 
of the free coinage of eilver in thie coun- 
try. 
The attitude of the United States 


senate, wherein the states ere equally 
represented, is a pretty fair indication 
of the fact. But it will not aesumc 
much vitality in a party devoted to ite 
cause alone. There are too many prob- 
lems that are pressing for solution to 
make a success of any party of a single 
idea. 


IF Brazil is right iu her claim that her 


possession of Trinidad never has beeu 
disputed, ol course she cannot arbitrate 
the question. Ae well might the abso- 
lute owner of a houee and lot in Fresno 
Agree to arbitrate its ownership with a 
party who had uo claim whatever upon 
it. Absolute owners do not permit their 
title to be arbitrated. One thing, how< 
ever, ia beginning to be quite apparent 
through these frequently recurring diffi' 
cultiee : Great Britain has determined 
to increase her hold upon this continent, 
or, more particularly, upon the eoutuern 
half of it.

House Nearly Done—Contracts 


For Light and Power. 


The rains have interfered to some ex- 


tent with tbe work of the San Joaquin 
Electric Company, but tbe plant is be- 
ing pat in condition aa rapidly as pos- 
sible, and it will not be long until the 
wires will be strung in Fresno. The 
rains have softened the roads so that 
the heaviest machinery cannot go to the 
mountains, and one of the dynamos 
which had been loaded on wagons here 
preparatory to going forward, was un- 
loaded and will remain here until the 
roada settle. Two of the large dynamos 
have been safely landed at the power 
house and will be set up in a few days. 
The fourth one is now on the roa*d from 
the east and is expected to arrive in 
about two weeks. 


Four of the six transformers are now 


on the way to the San Joaquin, and if 
no accident befalls them, they will 
reach there today. They weigh 4200 
pounds each. 
The pipe line leading from the reser- 


voir to the power house ia being laid, 
and will soon be completed. The large 
receiver has not yet arrived and the pipe 
line cannot be finished until tbe receiver 
is set in place. 


The canal which conveys the water 


from tbe North Fork to the reservoir 
stood tbe floods caused by the late rains, 
and showed no signs of weakening. 


Tbe reservoir is being enlarged by 


being made deeper on the upper aide, 
and by raising tbe embankments. The 
capacity has been increased nearly one- 
third, and it will contain sufficient water 
to drive the machinery two weeks, even 
if the canal should break. At the low- 
est Btajie of the water lust fall there was 
much more in'the North Fork than the 
canal would carry, and tbe canal carries 
mure than three times what ia needed. 


The walla of the power house are 


done. They are made of atone and are 
lubatantial and massive. 


The substation in this city adjoining 
the waterworks is under roof, and will 
be ready for the machinery within a 
low days. 


The poles for the line between tbe 


power house and this city are set to 
the vicinity of Big: Dry creek, and 
the crew is advancing steadily to- 
ward the city. The wire hangers have 
commenced work, and the wires are 
itrung three miles. 


Tho circuits in tho city are being plat- 


ted, and wire hangers will shortly be set 
to work here. The business is orawinc 
to a focus, mid contracts for lights aud 
power tire being made daily. The larger 
contracts for power have already been 
closed, and contracts for lights in stores 
and other buildings are being made. 
A large number of residences wil 
put in electric lamps. The circuits 
will be extended into tbe additions 
rapidly as circumstances will allow.
